Peron Seeks 


Truce With 


Adversaries 


BUENOS 
AIRES, Ju ly I CB— 
P resident Ju an D. P eron broad­ 
cast a m essage to the nation to­ 
day designed to silence ru m o rs his 
hold on the A rgentine governm ent 
wa* 
seriously w eakened 
by

brief revolt against him Ju n e 19 
He said the enem ies who then 
failed to assassin ate him now have 
becom e ru m o r m ongers a tte m p t­ 
ing “ sedition by telephone.’* 
The keynote of the presid en t’* 
11-minute ad d ress w as a d ram atic 
offer to deciare a tru ce w ith his 
political adversaries. 
Peron asserted the revolt w as a t­ 
tem pted by a few navy unit* w ith 
the aid of sm all groups of civilians. 
But he absolved the m ajo r opposi­ 
tion |*»lit»< al p arties of any |>ai tlei- 
tuition.

Peron invited “ responsible men** 
from the opposition to com e to 
term s w ith him for reunification 
of the nation and called for “ a 
tru ce rn the political fight” re ­ 
gardless of the rum ors that m ight 
be spread by “ bad • intentioned 
enem ies.” 
He told the nation that the situ a ­ 
tion in Buenos A ires is com pletely 
norm al arid said the revolt never 
extended beyond its city lim its 
Ne Mention al < on I it ion 
Peron m ade no direct allusion 
to form ation of a coalition govern­ 
m ent or to any other changes in 
IR- adm inistration 
Shortly before he spoke, he an ­ 
nounced that one of his inner circle 
hts press secretary , Haul A Apold. 
had resigned a fte r six y ears of 
service because of ill health. He 
is being replaced by le o n Bouche
